MISS BORDEN'S TRIAL

District Attorney Knowlton
Resumes His Argument.

THE ADDRESS FOR THE DEFENCE

Kx-Ot- IloblnianH Buinmlnir Up AYaf

DUnppnlntlnB to Aluliy Lnwjeril, AVIio
lliul Anembled from All l'lirts "f tlm
Cotintryl)lsirraful SconoH ut tho
Afternoon Soiilon.

Attorney Knowlton this morning took up
Ills nriiumcnt (or tho prosecution, whoro
he had closed It Inst night.

Whon the court was ready yesterday
there were ninny ladles standing In the '

nlelcs but they were quickly ushered to
the anto-room- s and corridors and obliged
to sniff tho battlo from afar. The bar en
closure was pneked with legal lights from
all over the country. In tact, so closely
was It packort tunt tho counsel lor ttio
prosecution were oblin.il to pass behind
the Justices' bench and thus get to their
cents within tho bar.

When Sheriff. Wright came In the aisles
wero cleared In a second and everybody
was obliged to sit down. The jury took
their scats at 9:55, looking quite refteshed
nftnr two days rest, nnd a few minutes
later Miss Borden camoln,n Imnch of pinks
In her hand and a contented sniilo on her
face. The jury was polled promptly on
the opening of tho court, and nlmost im-
mediately Uovernor liobinson began his
Argument

lie began by a brief statement of the
murders nnd tho subsequent investigation,
urging tho jury to disregard the proceed-
ings In Fall itivcr and claiming that tho
crimes wero morally and physically Impos
sible for tho defendant. Alter compliment-
ing Mr. Knowlton upon his ability, he
criticised the investigation by the Fall
lllver police nnd then addressed the Jury
on the difficulties of their positioo, having
In charge this young woman s life, lie
then began a chronological description of
the events connected with the crime and
Its discovery as they appear from the evi
dence.

Tho testimony of three men proved that
peddler Itubinsky saw the defendant com
ing to the house from tho barn and there-
fore her statement ot her whereabouts at
the tirao of the murder was true. When
Lizzie spoke about going upstairs for Mrs.
llorden she meant the front stairs as a
sheet had been obtained from there. Liz-
zie's laughter on the stairs was immaterial
unless guilt was assumed.

A recess for five minutes was taken at
this point. Tho summing up of
liobinson, so far as it had gone, was dis-
cussed freely. Much disappointment was
expressed about it. Tho ef-

forts had not been bo great as had been
expected of him. Tho lawyers said the
facts in the case had not been handled as
they had been led to believe they would.

Had the defendant committed the crime,
she would not have given the aHrm so
soon. Defendant's emotion at the dis-
covery of the crime wasn't assumed.
Family sickness, defendant's conduct be-

fore the murders, and her visit to the
cellar afterwards, wero no evidence ot a
guilty mind.

The burning of the old things was a cus-
tom in many households nnd tho burning
of the Bedford cord dress was thus ex-

plained. The dress worn on the morning
of the murder was not changed till noon.
The Bedford cord dress hung till Sunday
morning In the closet which the officers
searched. Defendant could not have com-
mitted botli murders without changing
l.er dress between them

Matron Reagan's story was false. Ex-
ports til tiered as to which hutchet would
bave been used, and ho argued that none
of these produced was used. Exclusive
opportunity was unproved. He detailed
the manner in which an outside assassin
might have committed the crime.

Tho conconsus of opinion hero is that
Miss Borden will be acquitted in short
order or that tho jury will disagree. In
tho former event, it Is understood that
thero will lie no jubilation, but sho will
tetire quickly from the scene of so much
unpleasantness as quickly as possible, in
the latter event, there may come a now
Val or a casa.of nolle prosequi later on

she being allowed to go on her own rec
cgnizauco provided her counsel stands In
the breach.

It may not be fair to assume that the
jury has sampled publl: opinion sufficient
ty to dingauose its present condition, and
yet, there is a strong feeling that this as-

sumption will bo entirely correct.
'Ike scenes about the court house yester-

day afternoon were disgraceful. Thero
was no systom about the method of seat-
ing people and ladles were tossed about the
walks, in the corridors and on the stairs
in the most reckless and careless manner,
Thu exhibitions were disgusting, whether
of the utter helplessness and lack of
ability of tho officers to control the mobs
or o( the pushing, crowding, surging
masses of perspiring humanity m their
efforts to elbow their nelgbliora out of
their way.

hen Miss Borden came in she was
pushed and crowded about just as every-
body was und there was just a touch oi
asperity In her manner as she entered the
couit-roo- and faced the bu.ziug crowd,
l he buzzing ceased as she took her seat,
however.

Gov. Robinson resumed his argument
by saying that the jury was to uso its best
judgment in the premises. He called at-
tention to various phases in the cose
in review in brief, and said; It is very
dangerous to take the grouud that if
the did not do it you' cannot see who did
it. The extraordinary danger of jumping
to conclusions should be well understood
by you. The fact that ft has been done
In the daylight Is nothing. Miss Lizzie,
there can be no question, was iioiilng
downstairs, nnd you remember the Ironed
handkerchiefs wore put away So you
will bee that this is genuine und not no-

tion, and these little things go to establish
the facts of greater things.

Gov. Robinson commented on the
Bboeiice of blood from the defendant's
llesh, hands and clothing. Either the Jury
might find defendant not guilty, because
not proved guilty, or because they were
convinced sho was innocent. Ho claimed
that her provious character, her open,
frank, conduct while under suspicion, ami
her manner since arrest, and particularly
during the trial, showed her to be inno-
cent.

HIS LIPI! WAS CRUSHED OUT.

An Wevntnr Ttoy Instantly Killed In New
York.

New York, June 20. William Hender-
son, colored, an elevator boy, 10 yearn old,
was crushed to pulp between the iloor ot
elevator nnd top of the doorway on the
ground floor of the six story apartment
house, at No. 113 Kast Sixteenth street,
yesterday.

Henderson's body hung wedged In nn up-

right position between the elevator Iloor
and the shaft casing with his legs dnngliug
in the elevator entrance for fully twenty
minutes before It was noticed by Bellboy
Mitchell, who went over from tho hotel
with letters to deliver.

Meantime several pusslng guests had seen
the body banging there nnd others on the
upper floors had been vulnly ringing the
bell for the elevator to take them down.
Mitchell informed Engineer Bernard Shel-to-

who lowered the elevator enough to
release the body, which dropped to the hot
torn ot the shaft.

Dr. Clnrencu Klbnsh,tbo hotel physician,
wns summoned, but he raid Henderson
had lieen dead for somo time.

Henderson relieved Elovntor Boy James
iiiltli at noon. No one saw the accident,

hut It Is supposed that Henderson hud a
eall from one of the upper floors, nnd, fol-

lowing a practlco common among elevator
boys, he moved tho lever rope and then
.turttil to jump Inside.

Manager King, of the Westminster, said
ue piohiibly stumbled nnd fell fnco down-

ward to the Iloor of the elevator, with the
,ower half of his body protruding from tho
doorway. He was then squeezed between
the elevator Iloor nnd the top of the shaft
doorway. Tho casing above the doorway
was wrenched loose, and the elevator slop-
ped automatically and held the body pin-
ioned there.

In the youth's pockets wero found n gold
watch and chain, $5 and a letter addressed
to a friend In Savannah, Ga. He wore a
gold ring and two studs In his whlto shirt
front. Manager King said ha engaged
Henderson a month ago.

He came from Savannah, Ga., and so
far as known ho has no relatives In New
York. He wns very intelligent and popu-

lar with the guests.
